Z. Atlas arrived and with 
other helpers attempted 
artificial respiration for 30 
minutes or so without suc- 
cess. 


Mr. Norman Taugge had 
been the congenial and co- 
operative traffic officer of the 
council for the past two years.

hem because a couple of unimportant people from 
Nazareth came there one night; an ordinary working 
man, a carpenter and his wire. 

The town was very crowded. The streets were 
tull of people. There were travellers from near ana 
tar, come ror the census. There were people hurry- 
ing enatessly about their business: there were people 
our looxing tor old friends, who had come back te 
the old town, perhaps atter years away. There’ were 
people out sight-seeing, looxing at the travellers en- 
joying the testive atmosphere. There were lonely 
people, sad people, troubled people, looking for some 


kind of comtort. 


The couple from Nazareth 
cuuid find no room at the 
inn. They had to make do 
par ihe night with a stable. 
yAnd tnere-a baby was born, 
a baby we know as the Son 
of God. Here was the one 
who gave real purpose to all 
work, the Friend 1 surpass 
ail friends, the most wonder- 
ful sight you could behold, 
the answer to all” loniiness, 
sadness,, despair. Anyone oi 
these people crowding the 
street, hurrying past, could 
have turned in to spend a 
while with the babe, they 
could if they could forget 
their business for a moment 
or spare some time from their 
friends or their sight-seeing, 
or put aside for a moment 
their own trouble. 


Some people did come to 
see the child. There were poor 
shepherds who had seen a 
vision while they were watch- 
ing over their sheep. They 
Anurried to see the child they 
wate told about. But I won- 

er if tney all came, Per- 
haps, there were some who 
would not believe the vision, 
or who were afraid of what 
their friends would say if 
they were. Perhaps there 
were some who felt they were 
not good enough to go, in 
spite of what the angel in 
the vision had said. 


There were some wise men 
who came too; according to 
tradition, they were rich and 
powerful kings. They came 
and saw, and payed homage 
to the Son of God. They 
came because they did not 
think they were too clever to 
give homage to a child, or 
too important to go to a 
stable in an out-of-the-way 
village, or too good to mix 
with poor uneducated people. 

It is the same today, the 
Babe of Bethlehem, who is 
also the Man of Calvary, is 
Still with us in Spirit, avail- 

_ able for us all to spend a 
moment, or a lifetime with 





Him. But there are many 
wno cannot spare an hour 
wor Him from their work, or 
who have all their time taken 
ap with friends, or with other: 
-ucerests, or with parties and 
entertainments. There are 
some who are so worked up 
and involved about their 
croubles and worries—knotted 
up inside—that they cannot 
put them aside a moment, 
sven for the Son of God—who 
could if they would let Him, 
antie these knots, There are 
many who, will not feel they 
are not good enough to come 
to the Son of God despite 
ais assurance He wants them 
to. There are some who 
think they are too clever to 
worship someone who never 
wrote a book, or who feel 
they are too good to mix 
with some of the people they 
might find in Church—rough 
or uneducated or hyporitical 
people. 

It has always been this 
way, and it probably always 
will be. There are the many 
who pass the stable door and 
there are the few who enter
